HAT young Mun men- 
Pal tioned in the Text, was 
xo A/alom, who had raiſed 
an Unnatural Rebellion 
againſt King DAv ID, 
but now met with his 
deſerved Fate, and was 


hanging upon an Oak, with three Darts 


the King, and all that riſe againſt him to do 
bim Hurt: For according to the peculiar 
Idiom 
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Idiom of the Hebrew Language, the Original 
may be interpreted, either in a Votive or 
Prophetic Senſe, ——= Which ever way 
we take them, either as a Prayer or a Pro- 
þbecy, they are very applicable to the preſent 
SOLEMNITY, when we have been render- 
ing our (I hope unfeigned) Thanks to God 
for a ſomewhat like Deliverance; and withal, 
pray'd Cusn1's Prayer, that the lie End 
may ever come to the ie Attempts. But 
to come at the whole of Cus i 1's Meaning, 
it may not be amiſs to conſider the Words 
in both Senſes, as a good Prayer, and a 
true Prophecy. And, Firſt, 


I. As a PRAYER, and that a good one 
too; that all the Enemies of my Lord the 
King, and all that riſe againſt him to do him 
Hurt, may be as that young Man, diſap- 

inted, defeated, and rewarded according 
to their juſt Deſerts, 


But as there hath been much Prate about 
Mercy of late made among us by Perſons, 
who either cannot, or will not diſtinguiſh 
between that, which is truly ſuch, and 
a fooliſh Pity or unmanly Tenderneſs ; it 
may not be amiſs to obviate all the non- 
ſenſical Calumny, which may come from 
that Quarter, by conſidering the Reaſon- 
ableneſs of joining in this Prayer againſt 
the K 1Nn G's Enemies, and the plot 
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of wiſhing Deſtruction to thoſe, whoſe 
Deeds are ſo execrable, that we have both 
the Command and Example of God Him- 
ſelf, for our Warrant in pronouncing a 
Malediction againſt them. 


Thus we read, that the firſt Ring- leader 
of Rebellion, the Serpent, tho' he was but 
the mere paſſive Inſtrument made uſe of by 
Satan, in ſeducing our firſt Parents from 
their bounden Allegiance to their rightful 
Sovereign, was nevertheleſs curſed by Al- Gen. iti. r4. 
mighty God, above all Cattle, and above 
every Beaſt of the Field; and was degra- 
ded from his former reſplendent Beauty, to 
crawl upon his Belly, and feed upon the 
Filth and Duſt of the Ground. — And not 
only the Inſtruments of actual Rebellion, 
but even thoſe who ſtood neuter, we find 
in Scripture to have a Curſe pronounced 
againſt them, Curſe ye Meroz ( ſaid the Judges V. 23. 
Angel of the Lord) curſe ye bitterly the In- 
habitants thereof ; becauſe they came not to 
the Help of the Lord, to the Help of the Lord 
againſt the Mighty. — Nay more! the bare 
filent wiſhing Evil againſt a juſt Authority, 
hath an Imprecation pronounced over it in 
the Holy Scriptures. Let them all be con- Pl. cxxx.;.6. 
founded, and turned back, that have evil 
Will at Zion, let them be as the Graſs upon 
the Houſe Tops, which withereth afore it 


groweth up,

Nor is this the Spirits of the Yew Law, 
and of the O/d Teſtament only, but of 
Chriſtianity, and of Reaſon allo: accord- 
ingly, in the New Teſtament we find our 
Saviour repreſenting himſelf in one of his 
Parables as a KING, who gave Orders to 
his Miniſters and Officers about him, to 

Luke xiz. 27. bring thoſe his Enemies, ho would not that 
be ſhould reign over them, and SLAY THEM 

BEFORE HIM. And the many Woes he 
denounced againſt ſeveral Places and Per- 

ſons, what were they but ſo many ſolemn 
Denunciations of Miſery, and Perdition to 

them ? And when St. Peter ſaid to S MON 

Acts viii. zo. Mads, thy Money periſh with thee : What 
was it but an Imprecation upon him for 

his Wickedneſs, in imagining the Deity 

conld be bribed to beſtow his extraordinary 

Gifts and Graces for Money ? And how 

AA: xii. did St. Paul treat Elymas the Sorcerer, who 
ſought to turn away the Deputy SRG ius 
Paulus from the Faith, and to peryert the 

right Ways of the Lord? Why! by puniſh- 

ing him with Blindneſs, ſo that he could 

not ſee the Sun. So that we ſee under the 

Goſpel, as well as under the Law, a 71igo- 

rous Execution of Juſtice hath ſometimes 

taken Place, Nor does the Voice of Rea- 

Gen. ix. 6. ſon ſay leſs, than that whoſo ſheddeth Man's 
Blood, by Man ſhall his Blood be ſhed. And 
therefore we may lawfully pray Cusn1's 
Prayer in the Text, that all e Enemies ef 


my 
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my Lord the King, and all that riſe againſt 


him to do him Hurt, may be as that young 


Man ABSALOM, and meet with the /ike 
Fate. 


Nay not only lawfully may, but of nece/- 
fity muſt do it : For if we pray for the Safety 
and Preſervation of the KING, we cannot 
but pray for the Deſtruction of his Enemies, 
and of all that riſe againſt him to do him 
Hurt; the one neceſſarily includes the other, 
and that becomes our Duty by expreſs Com- 
mand of God in holy Scripture, deliver'd 
to us by an inſpired Apoſtle, who hath or- 


dered that Supplications, Prayers, Interceſ- 1 Tim. ii. 


fions, and giving of Thanks be made for all —<- 
Men : [more eſpecially] for Kings, and = 
all that are in Authority, And if for the 
King, then moſt certainly agazn/t his Ene-" 
mies. Nor do the many Exhortations in 
Scripture to pray for our Enemies, and 
bleſs them that curſe us, to abſtain from 
Revenge and Retaliation of Injuries, in 
the leaſt imply the contrary : for all theſe 
are addreſs'd to us in our private Capacity 
only; and are not deſign'd to reſtrain the 
Magiſtrate from a ſtrict Execution of im- 
partial Juſtice ; nor do they direct, that he 
ſhou'd bear the "Sword i in vain : For, as he is 
the Miniſter of God for good, to them who live 
orderly in the Commonwealth, ſo is he no 
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leſs the Miniſter of God, as a Revenger [i. e. he 
is equally Commiſſioned by the Almighty 
King of Kings] to execute Wrath upon him 
that doth Evil, And we ſhould be wanting 
in our Duty to God, the King, and the 
Society of which we are Members, if we 
did not make uſe of our beſt Endeavours 
to aſſiſt the KinG in this latter Part of his 
Office, as well as the former : And therefore 
ought by no Means omit the doing that, 
which is in every one's Power to perform, 
Viz, to pray unto God, that he wou'd grant 
the King a long Life, that his Loving-mercy 
and Faithfulneſs may always preſerve him ; 
but that his Enemies may be clothed with 
Shame ; and that all, who riſe againſt him, 
to do him Hurt, may be as that young Man 
ABSALOM : their Heads hung as high, and 
their Hearts thruſt through, as his was. 


But to wipe off all Aſperſions of Raſh- 
neſs, which may be thrown upon us (not- 
withſtanding we have the Example of 
Saints, Angels, our Saviour, and even God 
himſelf to plead in our Behalf) for our 
Procedure herein ; it may not be amiſs to 
take into Conſideration ſome of thoſe Rea- 
{ons (beſides what hath been already offered) 
which enforce this as a Duty upon us, and 
which we therefore cannot decline, or re- 
tuſe to join in, but we muſt at the ſame 

| Time 
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Time know, we are omitting to do that, 
which we ſtand bound by all the Obliga- 
tions imaginable to the Performance of. 


$ 1, Let it be conſidered then in the 
firſt Place, that the Miſchief intended by 
the Rebellion was not of a Private and 
Particular Nature, but Public and Uni- 
verſal ; all Orders and Degrees of Men 
throughout the whole Community, mult 
have felt the baneful Effects of it, had it 
ſucceeded ; and we ſhou'd have had nothing 
now to do, but filently to lament our 
Miſery, and gb after our once loved 
LiBexTY,—PFor to ſuppoſe the only Thing 
aimed at, was to change the Perſon of our 
Governor, and ſuffer the People to enjoy 
all their former Rights and Privileges, is 
the moſt abſurd Suppoſition that can poſ- 
ſibly be conceived : And, that any PRo- 
TESTANTS ſhou'd be fo infatuated, as to 


imagine their Religion wou'd be ſafe under 


a Pois Prince, is ſo amazingly ſtrange, 
that one can Account for it no other Way, 
than by ſuppoſing them to be in the like

Caſe with that the Apoſtle ſpeaks of, God: Theft 


ſhall ſend them ſtrong Deluſions, that they li, 11, 


Shoul believe a Lys. 


But be it ſo; that the profe fed End FR 
Deſign of the Rebellion was only to re-

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Pa xciv. 23. 
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move the KING out of the Way, and place 
the Pretender on the Throne ; yet, how 
was this to be effected, but through a Sea 
of Blood? For His MajesTy is not of 
thoſe, who turn their Backs upon their 
Enemies; and we ſhould not Iightiy part 
with a King poſſeſs'd of all the Royal Vir- 
tues that can adorn a Crown, the Father 
and Protector of his People, the Friend of 
Liberty, and a Lover of our Conſtitution, 
for the paultry Tool of a French Mini- 
ſtry, nurs'd up in Rome, and born to be 
nothing better than a Fugitive and a Va- 
gabond all the Days of his Life ; and who 
could never have got to the Throne, 
but through Heaps of murder'd ENGL 1$H- 
MEN, and by the Deſtruction of the beſt 
Families in the Kingdom. — When there- 
fore the Deſign of the Rebels (whatever it 
might be originally) appears to be ſo preg- 
nant with Evil; ſurely! we may and ought 
to pray againſt them, that the Lord would 
bring upon them thetr own Iniquity, and cut 
them off in their own Wickedneſs ; yea, that 
the Lord our God would CUT THEM OFF,

F. 2. Let us conſider in the next Place, 
that all thoſe who began, joined in, and 
promoted the late Rebellion, were in deed 
and in truth, the Enemies of Mankind ; 
Traitors to their Species, as well as to their 
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King and Country, For to aſſiſt in re- 
ducing a Free People to a State of the vileſt 
Slavery, both of Body and Mind; to be 
inſtrumental in robbing a Land of Liberty 
of its brighteſt Jewel, its Ornament and 
Crown ; to introduce an Army of Savages 
into the Bowels of a civiliged Nation, 
what is 1t but rebelling againſt the Laws of 
Humanity, and running counter to every 
Dictate of Reaſon, Truth, and Senſe ? And 
if we ſhould denounce a Curſe againſt ſuch 
wicked Doers, who ſhall pronounce for them, 
that it is a Curſe cauſeleſs? At leaſt we 
may be allowed to pray with the Pſalmiſt, 


Let them be confounded and put to Shame— Pa. x. 4. 


Let them be turned back, and brought to 
Confuſion, that deviſed our Hurt. — Let 
them be as Chaff before the Mind. — Let 
their Way be dark and ſlippery, and let the 
Angel of the Lord ſcatter them, — Let De- 
ftruttion come upon them at unawares, and 
let. the Net. that they laid catch themſelves : 
into that very Deſtruttion let them fall. 


§ 3. Laſtly, we are to confider, that all 
thoſe, who were engaged in the late Re- 
bellion, can be deem'd no other than Ene- 
mies to God, as well as to the King; be- 
_ cauſe the rooting out his pure Religion was 
equally aimed at, with the Deſtruction of 
our rightful and lawful Sovereign King 
5 GEORGE 
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GEoRGF, and together with a Hpurions 
Pretender to His Majeſty's Crown, were 
all the frightfu! Enormities of Poetry, 
and the zdo/atrous Corruptions of the Church 
of Rome, intended to be brought in upon 
us. Surely ! then we may lawfully pray 
in the Words of Scripture, So let all thine 
Enemies periſh, O Lord. Eſpecially fince 
we have the Example of an holy Apoſtle, 
who in like manner pray'd againſt ſome, 
who attempted to corrupt the pure Faith 
of the Goſpel, ſaying, would they were 
EVEN CUT OFF, which Trouble you. And ſhall 
it be ſaid, that St. Paul was Raſh and 


Uncharitable; or that DRBORARH, under the 


immediate Influence of the Holy Spirit of 
God, was Cruel and Blood-thirſty? No! 
they were inſpired by Almighty God to 
pray for exemplary Juſtice to be executed 
upon the Enemies of God's true Religion : 
and we can never be truly charged with 
doing amiſs in following their Example. 


Since then the Enemies of our King are 


the Enemies alſo of God, of Manking, and 


of the whole Kingdom, we may lawfully 
pray Cusn1's Prayer in the Text: For it 
were Warrantable againſt either of them, 
how much more againſt them, that are the 
Enemies of a// together! the Prayer there- 
fore is good, and all are bound to ſay AMEN 


to 
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to it, that the Enemies of my Lord the King, 
and all that riſe againſt him, to do him 
Hurt, may be as that young Man ABSALOM, 
and meet with the Jie Fate. 


IT. Having thus conſidered the Words 
of the Text, as a good Prayer, we will now 
take them in another View, as a true Pro- 
phecy : And fince we have found it is law- 
ful to with, that thus it may be, we will 
ſee what Ground there is to hope and ex- 
pect, that thus it ever h be, 


And if we conſider them with Reference 


to Davip, to whom they were originally 


addreſs'd, we ſhall find that Cus H did as 
certainly foretell, as he lawfully and zea- 
ouſly pray'd for the Deſtruction of the 
King's Enemies, and of all that ſhould riſe 
againſt him, to do him Hurt, — For we 
find ſoon after that Seba rebelled againſt 


the King, and drew one half of the Nation : Sam. xx. 


after him : the Conſequence was, that he 
ſoon periſhed and came to nought, for his 
Head was thrown over the Wall of the 
City, where he had ſhut himſelf up, to 
hold it out againſt the King's Forces. 


Next after him roſe up Adonijab, as a 


Pretender to the Crown, ſaying, I vill be i Kings i. 5. 


King, But he alſo met with the like Fate, 


and 
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x Kings ii.35.and made his End in Blood. Foab alſo, 


who followed after him, was drawn from 
the Altar, whither he had fled for Sanctu- 
ary, and was executed by Benatah, Sbimei 
likewiſe, who had traiterouſly reviled K:ng 

—— 4. Dav1D, and treated him deſpitefully, met 
with the due Reward of his Wickedneſs, 
and fell by the Hand of the Executioner, 
And all that roſe againſt the King to do 

Pa. Ixii. 3. him Hurt, were flain all the Sort of them; 
they were as a bowing Wall, and a tottering 
Fence, 


Nor does this Prophecy belong to Davip 
only, but to all juſt Authority, and virtually 
appertains to other Rulers, as well before 

Numb. xvi. as fince his Time, Aſk of Korah and his 
Company, who roſe up in Rebellion againſt 
Moss, what they met with? and you 
ſhall find that the Earth opened her Mouth, 
and ſwallowed them up alive, Aſk of 

2 Sam. iv. Baanah and Rechab, that roſe up againſt 
their Lord, and flew him, what Reward 

they received for their Treachery ? and 

you ſhall hear they were executed as they 
deſerved, and their Quarters ſet up on 

Eſther ii. Poles, Enquire of Bigthan and Thereſh, 
two of King AnasEuRvus's Chamberlains, 

of thoſe which kept the Door, who ſought 

to lay Hand on the King; what became 

of them? and you will preſently find, that 


they 
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they were fairly hang'd for it, — In ſhort, 
all that /inned as ABSALOM, became as 
ABSALOM; and as they were like in their 
Doings, they came to a like End: and fo 
they ever hall do. 


For he that cauſed Ab/alom to be ſmote 
by Joab, cauſed Foab afterwards to be 
ſmote for the like Crime by Benajab, and 
will always ſet himſelf to bring them down, 
who riſe up againſt their /ezge Lord and 
King. For the Arm of the Lord will 
awake and put on Strength, as in the an- 
cient Days, as in the Generations of Old, 
for the Protection of righteous and religious 
Kings and States, profeſſing his holy and 
eternal Truth, from the malicious Conſpi- 
racies and wicked Practices of all their Ene- 
mies, and of all that rife againſt them to 
do them Hurt. 'They ſhall become as that 
young Man Ab/alom ; they ſhall not die 
the Death of all Men, nor be viſited after 
the common Viſitation of all Men. As 
Cusn pray'd that it might, and as he 
propheſied that it ſhould, ſo Hall it ever 
come from the Lord unto the KI&ðG's Ene- 
mies. And of the Truth of this Pre- 
diction, the Occaſion of the preſent Solemnity 
is no mean Proof; and ſhews that the 
Force and Vigour of CusX1's Prophecy

reaches even to our Days; and that the 


Words are as applicable now to his preſent 
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Majeſty, our rightful and lawful Sovereign 
KING GEoRGE, as they were then, when 
firſt ſpoken to King Davin: for upon En- 
quiry, we ſhall find the Circumſtances of 
each of them very ſimilar one to the other, 


A Rebellion was raiſed againſt David; 
and the Enemy had penetrated into the very 
Heart of the Kingdom ; they had made a 
quick and eaſy Conqueſt of the Land, and 


Feruſalem, the Capital of the mountainous 


2 Sam. xv. 4. 


— xvii . 2 


Country of Judea, was in their Poſſeſſion. 
The Crown of the united Kingdoms of 
[ſrael and Judah was their Aim, to ſet on 
the Head of the young Man, who was their 
Leader, while Blood-ſhed and Murder, even 
the Murder of their lawful Sovereign, was 
thought neceſſary to ſecure the quiet Poſ- 
ſeſſion of it to him. The Pretence for 
this Rebellion, was Redreſs of Grievances, 
when the only real Deſign of raiſing this 
Army againſt the King, was to pull him 


down from the Throne, 7o take away his 


Life, and to ſet up a tyrannical arbitrary 
Government, inſtead of that legal Admini- 
{tration, which prevailed under Davip, by 
which Means the Nation wou'd have been 
involved in the greateſt of Miſeries : for the 
Danger did not only threaten the King, 
but the whole Nation ; and thoſe in the 


.* 2 o 
Intereſts of David, were more particularly 


mark'd 
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mark'd out for Deſtrꝑction, fo that King 
and People were rabid with the ſame 
Calamity, and they were both to ſtand or 
fall together. Their principal Aim was 
indeed againſt the King ; but together with 
him, againſt all, who like good Subjects, 
and true Defenders of the Liberties of their 
Country, adhered to him. This Danger 
was as great as a Nation could poſſibly be 
in, that was not abſolutely ſwallowed up: 
for the Conſpirators were cunning, nu- 
merous, and powerful : they were fluſh'd 
with Victory, which in all Probability 
wou'd have {till attended them, if Ab/alom 
(as a Conquerer in Point of Martial Policy 
ſhou'd have done) had purſued his Victories, 
But he, neglecting to improve his Advan- 
tages, when his and the King's Armies 
came to a pitch'd Battle, was entirely de- 
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feated ; for there was a great Slaughter that2Sam.xvii 7 


Day of Twenty Thouſand Men ; and the 
People of Iſrael were flain before the Ser- 
vants of DAVID. Av/alom in his Flight 
was providentially caught hold of by the 
Boughs of an Oak, where, whilſt he was 
hanging, Joab thruſt three Darts thro' the 
Heart of him. And thus this Pretender to 
the Crown being flain, there was a Pro- 
ſpect of a happy and peaceable Poſſeſſion of 
it to King David. | 
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I need not expreſly point out (your own 
Minds will ſuggeſt) to you, the ſeveral Par- 
ticulars, in which the late Rebellion re- 
ſembled this of Abſalom: J think there is 
but one Particular wanting to make the 
Caſes exactly parallel, which is, that AH ſalom 
met with his deſerved Fate; but the young 
Man, that headed. the late iniquitous Re- 
bellion, has (as we have been told) eſcaped 
the moſt diligent Search, and is got away 
ſafe toward Enemies Country. — Yet 
ſurely! every ENGLISHMAN, who knows 
the true Value of his Liberty, cannot but 
ſincerely wiſh with Cusr1 in the Text, 
that all the Enemies of my Lord the King, 
and all that roſe againſt him to do him Hurt, 
were as that young Man Abſalom ; and that 
this Rebellion had ended in the ſame man- 
ner his did, viz. by the Deſtruction of its 
Ring-leader and principal Commander. 


But his precipitate Flight from the Field 
of Battle prevented this, and he ſhew'd by 
his Cotardice, in turning his Back ſo ſoon, 
that he is as entirely unworthy to wear a 
Crown, as he is by his Religion abſolutely 


unit to govern this FREE AND PROTEST- 


ANT Nation, —— Whereas the ILLus- 
TRIOUS HERO, to whoſe w/e and valiant 
Conduct (next under God) we owe the 
Succeſs which Occaſions this Day's Solem- 

nity,

nity, behaved himſelf throughout this 
arduous Affair, as became the Son of fo 
great a Monarch; with the ſame ſort of 
calm Courage, and intrepid Bravery, for 
which his Royar FATHER hath all his 
Life long been ſo deſervedly celebrated. 


And ſince it hath pleaſed Almighty God, 
by Means of this V1cToR1ous PRINCE, 
to drive far off from us that Northern Army, 
which, at one Time, ſeem'd to threaten 
Deſtruction and Deſolation to this our 
bliſsful Zion; and by its fgnal Defeat, its 
total Overthrow, to ſecure to us once again 
the quiet Enjoyment of all our Rights and 
Priwleges, let us as is molt due in the firſt 
Place 


& 1. Offer up to God our unfeigned 
Thanks and Praiſe, for this ſo great Deli- 
verance, — For tho' undoubtedly much, 
very much, be owing in this Caſe to the 
Valour of our Soldiers, the Skill and Cou- 
rage of their Officers, and above all, to the 
prudent Conduct of his Royal Highneſs the 
Duke of Cumberland, who had the princi- 
pal Command; yet, when we conſider the 
Number of the Enemy almoſt double to 
that of our Army in the Field of Battle! 
the perſonal Courage of their private Men not 
at all inferior to that of the King's Troops, 
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and their principal Officers as well ſeen in 
Military Affairs, as moſt of ours; the 
Ground whereon the deciſive Action was 
performed, of their own chuling ; and all 
the humanly probable Means of Victory fo 
much on their Side, that they had detach'd 
a conſiderable Body of Men to the Banks 
of the River Spxy, in order to cut off the 
Retreat of thoſe few of our Army, who 
might eſcape the general Slaughter intended 
them, I ſay, when we conlider all theſe 
Things, as concurring to give them a Pro- 
ſpec of Succeſs, can we in the leaſt doubt, 
that / God had not been on our Side, when 
theſe Men roſe up againſt us, they had ſwal- 
lowed us up quick? Nay more! that againſt all 
theſe ſeeming Probabilities, we ſhould gain 
ſo compleat a Victory, and that too, with 
the Loſs of ſo very few Men, can in Truth 
be aſcribed to nothing leſs, than the ſpecial 
Providence of Almighty God ; who not 
unfrequently gives the World ſuch notable 
Proofs of his over-ruling Power. Not in- 
deed! by an immediate miraculous Inter- 
poſition, but working by ordinary Means, 
and by unſeen Methods, cauſing an Infatu- 
ation, and Diſtraction to run thro' one Side, 
while Union and Order, wiſe Counſels and 
gallant Performances, ſill abide with the 
other. And tho* Succe/s alone be not always 


a CCcr- 
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a certain Sign of God's favouring any 
Cauſe, yet complete Succeſs in a juſt War, 
in Defence of Liberty, and God's pure Re- 
ligion againſt /aw/e/s Rebels, and idola- 
trous Invaders, in ſupport of a t Go- 
vernment againſt Tyranny and arbitrary 
\ Power, may be well look'd upon, and 
ought indeed, to be deem'd nothing leſs 
than the ſpecial Favour and Bounty of 


Heaven, exerting itſelf in Defence of Righ- 


teouſneſs and Truth, againſt all the bold 
Attempts of Falſhood and Injuſtice, 


And let the ſerious Recollection of this 
great Mercy of God, in delivering us from 
the Miſchiefs that were intended againſt 
us, fill our Hearts with real Gratitude, as 
well as our Mouths with Praiſes; and 
ſince the Preſervation of his pure Religion 
among us, is one principle End attained by 
the entire Defeat of the late iniquitous Re- 
bellion, let us ſhew forth our Thankfulneſs 
to God for this, by a ſuitable Behaviour, 
and expreſs our Joy for it in ſuch a man- 
ner, as is becoming the Purity of the Goſe 
pel ; not by Roting and Intemperance, by 
noiſy Mirth and rude Clamour, but by 
demeaning ourſelves in every Circumſtance 
of Life, according to the Rules of that Re- 
ligion, the Preſervation of which from 
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being over-run with the ſuperſtitious Fop- 
peries and idolatrous Corruptions of PopE- 
RY is one great Cauſe of our ſolemn Thank/- 
giving this Day. — And having acquitted 
ourſelves as Chriſtians, in this Part of our 
Duty, let us in the next Place 


$ 2. Pay all due Acknowledgements to 
thoſe, who were the happy Inſtruments of 
our Deliverance ; let us entertain a grateful 
Senſe of their Merit, and let all Returns of 
Reſpect and public Honour be paid them for 
their glorious Performances in the Day of 
Battle. — Particularly let us conſider, Go 
much we ſtand indebted in this Caſe to his 
Royar HIN ESs TER Dok, who by 
his wiſe and valiant Conduct, is become no 
leſs the delight of the Soldiery, than he is the 


Wonder and Admiration of all other Ranks 


of Men. Let us conſider likewiſe, what 
Thanks are more eſpecially due to HIS Ma- 
JESTY, for cauſing his private paternal 
Affection to give Way to his Princely Care 
of his People, when he appointed his Royal 
Highneſs to the chief Command againſt 
the Rebels; and ſent him to endure the 
Fatigues of a Winter Campaign, to hazard 
his Life in Battle againſt alawleſs Multitude, 
whoſe very firſt Aim was the Deſtruction 
of all the Royal Family; though, thro' 


them, 
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them, likewiſe of every valuable Right and 
Pivilege, which belong to us as Men and 
Chriſtians, as Eng/:/hmen and Proteſtants. 
Let us therefore rejoice in hi Government, 
and ſtudy to make it as eafy to him, as 
he endeavours to make it happy to us : and 
let there be no Strife among us, but who 
| ſhall contribute moſt to make his Reign 
glorious, and his Life happy. 


§ z. Let us continue to truſt in God, 
who hath thus ſaved us from our Domeſ- 
tic Enemies, that he will likewiſe go for 7h 
with our Fleets and Armies, and enable 
his Maj2/ty, in Concert with his Allies, to 
humble the Pride of that fa:zh/e/s Prince, 
who by a ſort of Hereditary Right, hath 
kindled up the Flame of War in Europe ; 
and who pleads a kind of Preſcription from 
his Anceſtors, not to keep Faith with any 
Nation, nor abide by the moſt folemn 
Treaties, longer than he finds it for his 
own private Advantage fo to do: the Perfidy 
and Treachery of the French Nation being 
as remarkable now, as was that of the 
Carthaginians of old, ſo that nothing but 
utter Inability can ever keep them from 
diſturbing the Repoſe, and infringing the 
Rights of their Neighbour-ſtates. — The 
ſurprizing Succeſs that hath attended the 
Progreſs of their Arms in Flanders, would 
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give us but a gloomy Proſpect, were it not 
balanc'd in ſome Meaſure, by their total 
Defeat in Italy. And we have Reaſon to 
to hope, that our FLetT which have lately 
gone forth, will make them feel the Ef- 
fects of its wonted Power, ſince it hath 
now a Head to conduct, as well as a Heart 
to engage it, — But that the Lord may 
Ic. xliv. 25. be intreated not to turn our wiſe Men back- 
ward, nor to make their Knowledge fooliſb, 
Let me exhort you in the laſt Place, to 


4. Adhere firmly to our moſt holy 
Religion, and walk ſuitably to the Rules of 
it; let Impiety and Profaneneſs, Immorality 
and Irreligion, be baniſhed far from among 
us; for theſe are full as dangerous Ene- 
mies to our Peace and Welfare, as thoſe we 
have lately ſeen defeated, and bring as 
ſure Deſtruction with them, as if our 
Fleets were vanquiſhed, and our Armies 
broken ; they prey upon the very Vitals of 
a State, and fink the Character of every 
one they gain the Aſcendant over, as much 
below that of Men, as they make them fall 
ſhort of being good Chriſtians : and he can 
never be deem'd a good Engliſhman, or a 
hearty Friend to King Grorce, who is 
of bad Morals, and rebels againſt his Gov.
